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Something  to  THINK  about. 


Some  farmers  don't  worry  about  crop 
failure  because  they  think — Wrongly — 
it  can't  happen  to  them.  Others  reckon — 
Wrongly — that  if  it  does  happen,  there 
is  nothing  that  can  be  done. 

Worrying  doesn't  do  any  good  but  it 
is  good  sense  to  take  precautions,  and  to 
continue  to  take  precautions  against  the 
uncontrollable  hazards  that  not  only  can 
damage  crops  .  .  .  but  do  damage  crops 
in  every  part  of  our  country.
